You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Town on the 10th day of March, 1936, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects:

The physical examinations in the five schools have 
been completed by Dr. R. J. Turley, and the children 
have been weighed and measured. Of all the 411 chil- 
dren examined, the following defects were found:

Three Clinics were held during the year in co-opera- 
tion with the Division of Maternity, Infancy and Child 
Hygiene Association of Concord. 
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In March two pre-school Dental Clinics were held 
with Dr. Pottle, Dr. Hawkins assisting as anesthetist, 
the result of these Clinics being as follows:

In September a Child Health Clinic was arranged, 
with members of the Woman’s Progress Club assist- 
ing, and with Dr. Turley and Dr. Willard examining. 
The attendance was 63, the number of children found 
with defects was 37, the number of defects was 60, 
and the number of defects corrected was 4. ; 

During the past year 15 school and pre-school :chil- 
dren found to be in need of tonsillectomies were taken 
care of at the Laconia Hospital, at special rates thru 
the courtesy of Miss Lillian este Supt., and Dr. 
R. J. Turley. 

Four children had their eyes tested and obtained 
glasses; two patients were taken to the Othopedic Clin- 
ic in Laconia; four patients were taken to Dr. Hernan- 
dez in Laconia for special ear treatments; ten patients 
were taken to the Laconia Hospital and three were 
taken to the County Hospital. 

I wish to express my appreciation for all the assis- 
tance given in obtaining warm clothing for the school 
and Nursery School children. There were a great many 
demands last winter and they were very well taken 
care of by the Red Cross, Unity Club, Salvation Army, 
Legion Auxiliary and Ladies’ Aid and the many 
friends contributing. 

This last Christmas many children were made happy 
with warm clothing and Christmas gifts from the pro- 
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ceeds of the Christmas play which was given by the 
Sunday School of the Advent Christian Church and 
presented to the Meredith Public Health Association. 

In closing, I wish to say that in the passing of Mr. 
Charles I. Swain this past summer, the needy children 
of Meredith lost a devoted friend. Mr. Swain, when 
anticipating a vacation a year ago, gave instructions 
to let no child go cold or hungry during his absence 
and this was his standing order.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


Meredith, N. H., February 15, 1936 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Educa- 
tion, and Citizens of Meredith: 


“Our nation faces the acute responsibility 
of providing a right of way for the American 
child. In spite of our economic, social, and 
governmental difficulties, our future citizens 
must be built up now. We may delay our 
problems but we cannot delay the day-to-day 
care and instruction of our children.” 


Such were the words used by the President of the 
United States, Franklin D. Roosevelt, on May 5, 1933, 
when he opened the Citizens’ Conference on the Crisis 
in Education at Washington. 

In the past you, as citizens of Meredith, have ever 
shown your loyal devotion to this fundamental con- 
cept of American Education, and in the thirteen years 
that I have been privileged to be connected with our 
high school, there has never been a wider application 
of this than during the past twelve months. In my re- 
port of last year certain facts were set forth concern- 
ing the crowded conditions at the high school build- 
ing. Today these conditions have been remedied, 
which, with other enacted improvements, makes the 
past year a real milestone in our high school’s history. 


Changes Which Removed the Crowded Conditions of 
Last Year 


Early in the current school year the addition to the 
Lang Street School was completed, and the fifth and 
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sixth grades were moved from the high school build- 
ing to this new addition. The added room made avail- 
able by this change allowed the following improve- 
ments at the high school building. 

The junior class has moved to the room formerly 
occupied by the sixth grade. This change made it pos- 
sible to have each of the six classes in the junior and 
senior high schools in a separate room for the first 
time in recent years. 

The Home Economics Department has moved from 
the basement into the room vacated by the fifth grade. 
These new quarters are larger, more convenient, and 
better adapted to the work of this department. 

The Manual Training and Shop Department has 
moved into the old home economics room. The old 
manual training room, also in the basement, is now 
used as a painting and supply room. 

These changes, together with the addition of a new 
member to the Teaching Staff, has for the first time 
made it possible to have study rooms for the majority 
of the periods: Formerly pupils were obliged to study 
in the same room in which recitations were being 
conducted. This change to quiet study rooms is a real 
step forward in the efficient operation of the school. 


Changes in the Curriculum 


For the first time in the history of our school a. 
shop course in wood working was made available in 
the senior high school. This was added as a regular 
double-period course in the freshman year. It became 
immediately popular, and has an enrollment of 16 
freshmen and 3 upperclassmen. Four pieces of power 
machinery are available: a ten inch circular saw, an 
upright floor type drill which is a utility machine able 
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to do wood and metal drilling, routing, mortising, etc., 
a wood lathe, and a jig saw. The last two are loaned 
to the school by Mr. Tisdale, the instructor in the 
course. It is the present plan to add one course each 
year to this initial shop course until a four-year shop 
curriculum is built up. 


Last year the freshman-sophomore course in Home 
Economics was adjusted so that it qualified under the 
Federal requirements of the George Ellzey Act. As a 
result our school received $136.36 which the Board of 
Education plans to use for improvement in this de- 
partment. This year further adjustments have been 
made which allows the junior-senior course to qualify 
as well. Miss Evelyn Batchelder, the instructor in 
this department, now devotes her entire school day 
to work in home economics. The enrollment in this 
department has substantially increased. In the senior 
high school 25 girls are enrolled, 16 of whom are 
members of the freshman class. The junior high 
school has an enrollment in this department of 18. On 
Dec. 6 and 7 Miss Batchelder attended the George- 
Ellzey Conference for Home Economics Teachers at 
Concord. 

The Home Economics Department has been the re- 
cipient of the following valuable gifts: 

Electric flat iron and Westinghouse electric range | 
from the Meredith Electric Light Company; dress 
patterns from Mrs. Martin Bernard. 


These gifts are sincerely appreciated by all con- 
nected with the department and the school. 


The addition of a new member to the Teaching 
Staff has made it possible to teach several courses 
each year instead of on alterate years. This has served 
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to decrease the size of the instructional group and 
thus increase the teaching effectiveness. 

For the first time this year instrumental music is 
given with credit towards graduation. One-fourth of 
a point per year is given for the two-period a week 
course. 

The present enrollment in the music courses under 
the direction of Mr. Musgrove is as follows:

In addition to the above Mr. Musgrove devotes one 
hour each week to vocal instruction in the junior 
high school. 


In the junior high school a two-period course in 
social science has replaced the courses in history and 
civics, and junior business training. It is the present 
plan to add the latter course to the senior high school 
curriculum in 1936-37. | 


Changes in the School Day 


The periods have been lengthened from 40 to 45 
minutes, and reduced in number from 8 to 7. The re- ° 


quirements of the George Ellzey Act made it neces- 
sary to lengthen the time of the periods, while the 
addition to the teaching staff made it possible to re- 
duce the number. The net result is the shortening of 
the school day by 5 minutes, school now closing at 
3:59 P. M. instead of 4:04 P. M. as in past years. 
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Standards of Approval 


Now as in the past our high school enjoys the full 
approval of the State Board of Education, the certifi- 
cate privilege of the New England Entrance Certifi- 
cate Board, as well as a similar privilege from several 
other New England Universities not members of this 
Board.

Athletics 


Basketball and baseball under the auspices of the 
Meredith High School Athletic Association still con- 
tinue to be major sports. 

Meredith’s gymnasium with all its modern facilities 
is, at this season of the year, the mecca of the town’s 
young people. Three major teams have played regu- 
lar schedules: Meredith High School Boys’ Team, 
Meredith High School Girls’ Team, and the Meredith 
Athletic Club’s Team. Associated with these teams 
are the second teams of these groups. In addition 
there are various class teams and the Meredith Troop 
of Boy Scouts which used this building. Thus it should 
be a source of satisfactory to know that our gymna- 
sium is serving the purpose for which it was built. 

The problem of handling boys’ basketball at our 
high school is growing in importance. The squad is 
large, enthusiastic, and strong in potential ability, 
but has not proved to be a winning team on the bas- 
ketball court. 

Another problem which faces us this spring is that 
of obtaining a suitable baseball diamond. The present 
project at Prescott Park will not be completed until 
our baseball season is over. 

It would not be just to close this section of my re- 
_ port without paying a tribute to the spirit and ability 
of our girls’ basketball team. Handicapped by lack of 
adequate reserve strength the small squad has fought 
every minute of play with the result that it has 
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earned the praise and respect of all with whom it has 
come into contact. 


Under-Graduate Organizations 


In addition to Meredith High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation, the following student organizations are active 
in the student life of the school: The Student Council, 
“The Pinnacle,” Girls’ Glee Club, Boys’ Glee Club, and 
the School Orchestra. The three musical organiza- 
tions have been mentioned previously in this report. 
Membership in the School Orchestra is open to the 
grades below the junior high school, but membership 
in all the other organizations is confined to the junior 
and senior high schools. 

The Student Council is the same praise-worthy and 
indispensible organization that it has been for over a 
dozen years, and “The Pinnacle” continues to merit 
the many fine things said about it in the past. 
Through a recent regulation of the Laconia Chamber 
of Commerce our paper has lost nearly all of the La- 
conia advertising that it has heretofore enjoyed. Al- 
though handicapped by this loss of revenue the pa- 
per hopes to be able to continue its past policies. A 
determined effort by the student body combined with 
the same loyal and friendly support that the citizens 
of our community have given the paper in past years, 
will accomplish this. 


New Marking System and Report Cards 


A new marking system was introduced in Septem- 
ber. While still based upon a passing grade of 70, the 
new system raises the honor grade to 85, and revises 
the numerical values of letters when used as grades. 

Introduced with this new system are new report 
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cards which give a comprehensive report on items of 
citizenship, conduct, effort, and analysis of scholar- 
ship difficulties. 

Report cards are taken home by pupils and are not 
mailed to the parents as in past years. 


Miscellaneous Activities 


Prize Speaking: 


The sixth annual Prize Speaking Contest, sponsored 
by Mr. and Mrs. Stewart Bosson, was held on Friday 
evening, March 29. Eleven members of the junior 
class, selected from a preliminary contest on March 
25, took part.

The Sarah Roberts Library: 


A teachers’ committee supervises a board of stu- 
dent librarians who have direct charge of the library.

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National Education Week, Nov. 11-17 


Appropriate observance of this week was carried 
out under the supervision of a committee of teachers. 
Two special assemblies were held and an evening ses- 
sion of schools at which over 75 guests were present. 


NYA Projects: 

Five pupils are doing work under the National 
Youth Administration. This act allows pupils to work 
under the supervision of school officials and to be re- 
imbursed by the government. The maximum earnings 
cannot exceed $6 per month per pupil. To date each 
of the five pupils have made this wage or very close 
to it. 


Parent-Class Parties: 

In order to better interpret high school to the par- 
ents and town’s people, each class of the junior and 
senior high schools will hold a class party this year 
at which the parents of the class members will be the 
guests of honor. The entertainments and programs 
will endeavor to bring out the features of school and 
classroom activities. 


Assemblies: 


The number of regular assemblies has been reduced 
from one each week to one every other week. These 
are held at the Town Hall at 3:15 on Thursday after- 
noons. The public is cordially invited to attend. 


Radio Plays: 

This year an excellent opportunity is offered the pu- 
pils of the English classes to broadcast five fifteen- 
minute historic plays over Station WLNH at Laconia. 
These plays are written for high school students by 
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experienced authors. Several other high schools in 
this section of the state are cooperating in this pro- 
ject. To date our high school has broadcasted two 


plays. 
Home Economics Department Activities: 


Pupils of this department serve hot lunches at the 
noon hour during the winter. These are served daily 
to approximately 25 pupils at a cost of five cents per 
serving. 

During the fall term this department, in addition to 
its required work in serving meals, cooked and served 
two dinners; the first to a meeting of the Pemigewas- 
set and Winnipesaukee Neighborly Schoolmasters’ 
Club on Nov. 2, and the second to the Meredith-Center 
Harbor Rotary Club on Dec. 12. 

This department also entertained at supper the 
athletic coaches, managers, and assistants. 


Room Inspections: 


_ Under the direction of the teachers’ committee on 
Care of School Property and Grounds two monthly in- 
spections are made of each classroom. On the basis 
of these inspections the room with the highest grade 
is awarded the ‘“‘Neatest Room” banner for one month. 


The Fundamentals: 


A program of testing and drill of the fundamentals: 
Spelling, arithmetic, silent reading, correct use of 
English, place geography, and handwriting, has been 
put into operation during the organization and class 
periods. Our plan has received favorable comment 
from other schools. 
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The Huntress Cup: 


At the Commencement Exercises last June the 
Huntress All Round Achievement Cup was awarded 
for the school year of 1934-1935 to Robert Lamprey, 
Jr., of the class of 1935. 


Commencement 1935: 


Because of the large number of graduates the com- 
mencement exercises were held on two days: Class 
Day Exercises on June 13, and Graduation Exercises 
on June 14. 


Senior Class Trip: 


Following commencement the graduating class, ac- 
companied by two chaperons, enjoyed a six-day trip 
to New York City. 


Collection of Costumes: 


A committee has completed the work of collecting, 
pressing, and properly packing costumes and proper- 
ties that can be used in plays and other dramatics. 
These are stored in a special costume closet and are 
available to all who wish to use them.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Meredith: 


The report of Headmaster Nelson, on the pages just 
preceding this, has explained very clearly the march 
of events during the past year so far as Meredith 
High School is concerned. This, my second annual re- 
port, gives (Table A) a brief table of statistics for 
your reference, and a few comments that may be of 
interest regarding the work and conditions of the 
elementary schools of our town. 


School Buildings and Equipment 


During the past summer, a major improvement has 
been made in our school facilities. To relieve a crowded 
condition of long standing in our high school build- 
ing, Grades 5 and 6 have been taken out and housed 
in a two-room addition built on the Lang Street 
school. Besides the two new rooms, the addition con- 
tains space which has been utilized to include a room 
for the school nurse on the first floor, and downstairs 
a lunch room and large activity room which is used 
for orchestra and play rehearsals, indoor games, and 
other group activities. 

Two of our rural buildings, those at Meredith Cen- 
ter and Robinson Hill, have had some necessary re- 
pairs, including work on roofs, playground apparatus, 
heaters and toilets. 

The roof of the high school building leaks badly 
during every rain or melting snow, with resulting 
damage to the interior that is becoming serious. 
Further delay in repairing this leak is poor economy. 
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We find ourselves in need of school furniture. No 
new desks have been purchased for the new class- 
rooms. Every available seat from the Meredith Neck 
school, or in storage elsewhere, has been repaired, and 
still there are not enough to go around. Several pu- 
pils have to sit on folding chairs of a rather uncom- 
fortable type, formerly used in our Lang Street lunch- 
room. Many pupils have seats too small for them, as 
we are using seats in grades 2 and 3 that were dis- 
carded by the first grade when they began using 
chairs and tables several years ago. 

Mention has been made of the lunch room in the 
Lang Street school. This room has been planned with 
the idea of providing hot lunches for pupils who do 
not go home for dinner. A small kitchen adjoins it, 
with sink and suitable shelves—but the shelves are as 
bare as Mother Hubbard’s famous cupboard, for there 
are no dishes, forks, nor spoons. Neither are there 
enough chairs and tables for the sixty or more chil- 
dren who eat lunch at school. Our high school pupils 
are more fortunate, for they may have hot lunches 
provided by the home economics department, but pu- 
pils in the first six grades must bring their own cold 
lunches and eat them in their several classrooms. 


Music Supervision 


Our music supervisor, Mr. Donald Musgrove, is reg- 
ularly employed here, spending two days of each week 
with us. The remaining three days he works in near- 
by towns. His work includes a weekly visit to each 
of our rural schools, as well as those in the village. 
The orchestra meets in the new room at the Lang 
Street school, and it is no longer necessary to rent the 
Legion Hall for rehearsals.

Alcohol and Safety Education 


Instruction concerning the effects of alcohol and 
other narcotics upon the human system is required by 
law. Recently a new bulletin for teachers, with sug- 
gestions for appropriate methods of instruction, has 
been issued by the State Board of Education. The 
need for thorough and effective instruction on this 
topic has become more evident during the past few 
years. 

Frequent accidents to children on the highways 
everywhere make necessary special attention to safe- 
ty instruction, emphasizing ways of avoiding danger 
from automobile traffic. 


Current Problems and Education 


In these days history is being made rapidly, and 
our leaders are attempting to solve great problems 
such as are caused by poverty, unemployment, taxa- 
tion, war threats, and many other factors. It is neces- 
sary that our boys and girls understand something of 
what is going on today, as well as the history of years 
gone by. The inexpensive weekly newspaper, printed 
in language the children can read, is an important 
help toward great understanding of today’s important 
developments. Our course in social science, combining 
the work of geography, history, and civics for grades 
seven and eight, also is planned and taught with the - 
fundamental purpose of getting a better understand- 
ing of the various factors that have contributed to 
our complex civilization. 


Other Noteworthy Activities 


Two of our teachers, Miss Ringer and Miss Rand, 
attended the Nature Camp at Lost River the past 
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summer. This is an outdoor summer school, interest- 
ing its students in the plants and living creatures of 
forest and field. The enthusiasm for such studies is 
contagious; the pupils of the Dolloff school, for exam- 
ple, by their collection of interesting specimens and 
their feeding station for winter birds, show that they 
are profiting by their teacher’s summer study. 

The pupils at the Lang Street school, with money 
earned by giving an operetta, have purchased swings 
and teeter-boards for their playground. Those in 
grades 5 and 6 have helped to equip a part of the new 
activity room downstairs with games, books, etc., for 
their use as a clubroom. 

The unhesitating cooperation of all in any efforts in 
behalf of our schools, seems to us one of the fine 
characteristics of Meredith people. To mention only a 
few instances of such cooperation, we should thank 
the voters, the building committee and school board 
who have helped to get our new classrooms; the Wic- 
was Lake Grange for the use of its hall for Meredith 
school programs; the American Legion for a library 
of 50 volumes, donated to the Robinson Hill school; 
and to Mrs. Mary Randall for the gift of a steel flag- 
pole to the Lang Street school. 

Special thanks are also due to Mrs. Eva Randall for 
her neighborly generosity in caring for plants and 
goldfish for the school during vacation periods; and 
for her willingness that Lang Street teachers make 
use of her telephone whenever necesary, as there is 
none at the school. 


Conclusion 


The superintendent and teaching staff are always 
ready to help parents with problems involving the 
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education and welfare of the children in our schools. 
A sympathetic understanding is the best basis for 
success in working together to build good character as 
well as good scholarship. We always welcome oppor- 
tunities to talk with parents in the effort to arrive at 
such an understanding.
